SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: DECEMBER, 1963 


Rainfall: The month of December was exceptionally dry in most areas, especially in the South East and Derwent Valley. 
The West Coast Highlands, Tamar Valley, North-east Highlands and Burnie—Devonport coastal fringe were the only areas to 
record rainfall exceeding 50% of normal. The East Coast, Midlands and Central Plateau experienced falls 30% to 50% of normal.

The dry Derwent and South East failed to record 30% of normal,with regions around Rokeby and Hamilton approaching a mere 12%. 
The wettest district was the West Coast with 377 points and the driest King Island with 53 points. 


Temperatures: Mean minima temperatures were only very slightly above normal but mean maxima showed a very significant 
departure of +33° to + 44° in the Midlands, Central Plateau and Western Highlands. 


The following extremes were recorded :—Hobart, 93° and 42°; New Norfolk 93° (maximum). 
Bushfires: No serious outbreaks were reported. 


Crops, Pastures, Stock, &c.: Drought conditions caused deterioration in all areas, with the South-east and Derwent Valley 
worst affected.
